Mr. Pete Bextrout was i'ounJ- 
dead in a disused well on his place 
at Champion on Thursday, July 24.

. Eggs of Domestio Fowl* 

The government has Issued a number 
of bulletins with reference to the eggs 
of various fowl* It appears therefrom 
that the white of an egg Is nearly 
seven-eighths water, the balance being 
albumen. Tbe yolk is slightly less than 
one-half water. 

Tbe following shows how nearly 
alike tbe eggs of various domestio 
fowls are in respect to composition; 

Hens’ eggs, 50 per cent water, 16 per 
cent protein, 33 per cent fat 
Ducks’ eggs.. 46 per cent water, 17 
per cent protein, 36 per cent fat 
Goose eggs, 44 per cent water, 19 
per cent protein, 36 per cent fat 
Turkeys’ eggs, 48 per cent water, 18 
per cent protein, 33 per cent fat 
Protein, as Is generally known, Is the 
substance that goes to make muscle 
and blood. Fat, of course, Is fuel for 
running tbe body machine. Thus. It 
will be seen, eggs, tbougb half or near¬ 
ly half water, are extremely nutritious, 
containing all the elements required 
for tbe building up sDd support of 
the human body.

annually sent out ef the provtnoe for 
Imported wood stock. The Imported 
oak alone qpsts one million six hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars annually, for 
this tree has become commercially 
extinct in Ontario while the hickory 
and chestnut groves of southern On¬ 
tario have also, almost entirely dis¬ 
appeared. Even good clear white 
pine Is becoming hard to obtain and 
its marker value Is steadily rising for 
It represents twenty one per cent 
of the total wood consumption In On¬ 
tario for Industrial purposes. 

Of more Interest to the small con¬ 
sumer of wood-products are the side 
lights the bulletin throws on the 'pos¬ 
sibility of substituting cheap home 
grown woods for the extensive for¬ 
eign species now used so extensively.

Facts of Great Structures Across the 
Tay and Forth 

Not the least of the extraordinary 
<eata of the redoubtable bridgo-buUd- 
er, Sir William Arrol, was tbs fact 
that at one tlme.hu carried on two 
such gigantic contracts as the Tay 
and Forth Bridges. It was a striking 
tribute to his great powers of organi¬ 
zation and to hie genius for engineer¬ 
ing on a mammoth scale. The con¬ 
struction of the Tay Bridge was only 
half-finished when be made a start 
with the gigantic undertaking which 
now spans the Firth. of Forth, from 
the deelgne of Sir John Fowler and 
Sir .Benjamin Baker. Over a year 
was spent In the preliminary prepar¬ 
ations alone—the designing and mak¬ 
ing of special plant, the erootion f 
workshops on shore and the thousands 
and one things essential to the success 
of such s large scheme. The cost of 
temporary plant ran to half-a-mllllon 
sterling, and Included thirty steam 
i d other barges, tugs, launches anl 
boats, sixty steam cranes and winches, 
fifty hydraulic cranes, forty-eight 
steam engines an. hydraulic jacks, 
hand-cranes and drilllL; ma¬ 
chines almost Innumerable; not to 
mention one million cubic feet of tim¬ 
ber and sixty miles of wire. The 
enormous nature of this engineering 
wonder of the world msy be gathered 
from the following figures; The total 
length Is over s mile end a half, and 
eo net ate of two spans, each nearly a 
third of a mile long; two spans of elx 
hundred and seventy-five feet each. In 
the piers there are about one hundred 
nod twe.ity thousand cubic yards of 
masonry, and In the super-structure 
over forty thousand tons of steel and 
some fifteen thousand tons of Iron. 

The building of the Tay Bridge was 
an opportunity for a display of his 
engineering genius. Which the ambit¬ 
ious bridgemaker eagerly welcomed. 
A rigorous examination revealed the 
•old foundations to be Insecure, and K 
was decided to build an entirely new 
bridge a short distance farther up the 
river. Within five years from Its 
oo mm en cement—1882 to 1887—a re¬ 
markable erection, over two ml lee in 
length, and constructed at a cost of 
seven hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds, spanned the estuary, s struct¬ 
ure strong enough to defy the fiercest 
gale that ever blew. It was tbe 
greatest engineering triumph of the 1 
age, until U was eclipsed by a great-! 
er—the Forth Bridge.

Every dairyman who is doing any¬ 
thing at testing bis individual cows, 
and all progressive dairymen. appre¬ 
ciate the far reaching benefits of such 
study, knowe that It would be worth 
at least 1,200 pounds of milk extra per 
cow to secure the right bull. All 
members of cow testing associations 
should oo-operate In the purchase of 
good- pure bred sires, changing them 
round after two years In one section, 
and prove thereb, the Immense value 
of herec.ty in their own herds.

George Bury, vice president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway waa 
tbe gueat at a complimentary ban¬ 
quet given in bis honor by the 
mayor qud aldermen of tbe city of 
Regina on Monday evening last.

o a C.P.R. offioial in the history 
of Regina. Mr. Bury was the 
prinoipal speaker pf the evening.

Grant's Joke'at Vicksburg 


the South African experiments In 
growing wheat without rain from 
seeding to harvest. ' 

This must seem a true miracle In 
the eyes of many an old-time farmer 
who has been accustomed to regard 
the signs of the sky with anxious sol¬ 
icitude, believing that only the bounty 
of nature could aid him. and that 
plenty of rain is essential to tbe 
growth of crops. But science has 
sc hie red tt! 

It was found that In some plaoes— 
In arid regions where but little rain 
i fell in the course of the year—a deep 
| uniform aubeoll existed In which the 
moisture was stored up and protected 
from evaporation by a blanket of sur¬ 
face soil. Acting upon this indica¬ 
tion the soil was everywhere, where 
crops were desired, ploughed and har¬ 
rowed until a very deep uniform sub¬ 
soil was produced protected by t su¬ 
perficial blanket. 

By this method It has been found 
possible to botOF'fltl'ID the deep un¬ 
dersoil the scattered rainfall for three 
or four years. In the second year a 
crop of wheat can be produced from 
tbe first year's rainfall; In. the third 
year one from the second year’s rain., 
In the fourth year a crop from the 
third year's rain, and so on. The 
cultivators are thus rendered Inde¬ 
pendent of the vagariea of the rain¬ 
fall. Some le bound to came In the 
course of every year, and even though 
It amounts to only 20 Inches for the 
entire 12 months, by the system of 
bottling up tn the soli It can be ren¬ 
dered available when wanted. 

Dr.. Macdonald of the 8outh African 
Union Department of Agrloulture, 
says; We In South Africa have grown 
a ralnleee wheat. We have grown 
wheat without a single drop of rain 
falling on It from seed-time until 
harvest. > 

The wheat used Is a durum wheat 
called Apulia, imported from tbe dry 
belt of Italy. Before this dry farm¬ 
ing was Introduced the South African 
farmers hugged the Irrigation water 
furrows and believed that only In 
their presence was wheat growing 
possible. There were h few Irrigated 
patches and the rest of the country 
was a desert. Now. the bot¬ 
tling system has changed and all that, 
and thousands of acres supposed to 
be valueless are yielding abundant 
crops.

Path of th# 8un 1 

The sun’s path le ailed the ecliptic. 
It Is a- great clrcU of the celestial 
sphere, cutting the celestial equator 
at two points 180 degrees apart and 
making with It an angle -f 23V4 de¬ 
grees known as the obliquity of the 
eollptlc. The crossing points are 
called the equinoxes, because the days 
and nights are then equal, and the 
points rnlowa; between the equinoxes 
are the solstices, because the sun then 
seems to stai ’ still for a few days. 

The ecliptic Is so called because 
ellipses occur only when tbe moon is 
crossing It or Is near It, for the 
moon's irblt ruu the ecliptic In two 
points, called nodes or knots, and at 
other times Is above or below It. If 
ths moon when In either node. Is In 
line with the sun and the earth we 
have an eclipse, either total or annu¬ 
lar. If sLe 1 near her node we have 
a .Artlal eclipse.
